Seventh Annual Report of the Council of the Statistical Society of 
London. Session 1840-41. 

The Council having in its last Report entered so fully into an ex- 
amination of the field of Statistical science, and of the mode in which 
the Society can most efficiently aid in its cultivation, will hardly be 
expected to pursue the subject farther on the present occasion. Its 
duty will be rather to survey what has been done during the past year 
towards carrying out the suggestions contained in that Report, and to shew 
the effect which the results are likely to have upon the influence and 
reputation of the Society. 

The Council has first to notice the honour which has been conferred 
upon the Society, by His Royal Highness Prince Albert having con- 
sented to become its Patron, in compliance with the request contained in 
the Address, which was unanimously agreed to at the last Anniversary 
Meeting, and by his having inserted his name in the Fellowship Book of 
the Society. 

The attention of the Council was directed, at an early period of last 
year, to the subject of the decennial census of the United Kingdom, 
which is to be taken in the summer of the present year ; and it appointed 
a Committee to report upon the best mode of conducting the enume- 
ration, and upon the nature of the information which it seemed desirable 
and practicable to collect. Copies of the Report which this Committee 
presented, were transmitted by the Council to the Secretary of State for 
the Home Department, to Lord J. Russell, and to Sir H. Parnell, the 
latter of whom had undertaken, on the part of the Government, to 
introduce and superintend the progress of the Census Bill. The 
attention of other influential Members of the Legislature was likewise 
called to the suggestions contained in the Report ; and the result was, 
that a Bill which had been previously brought into the House of Com-
